ARMY LEADER IS BLIND 


GENERAL BOOTH IS AT PRESENT! 
IN A CRITICAL CONDITION 


The Leader of the Great Salvation | 
Army Movement Almost Blind, and 
Will Be Operated On—Hopes Held, 
Out for Complete Recovery—Gen: | 
eral Still Active and Full of Fight 
in Spite of His Eye Troubles. | 


London.—Once more the best eye 
specialists in ngland are to use the 
knife on the eyes of General Booth, 
the aged leader of the Salvation Army, | 
in an effort to restore his fast failing | 
sight. ‘The operation of three years, 
ago for cataract is to be repeated, and | 
high hopes are entertained of ultimate , 
recovery, At the present moment, the 
Salvation Army chief is practically 
blind, and is unable to distinguish 
even the features of a person within 
a couple of feet of him. 

But despite this handicap, General | 
Booth has lost none of his wonderful 
vigor and enthusiasm. “He is now 
considering a campaign in the south 
of England and previous to the com- | 
ing operation will visit Germany and 
Denmark for a flying motor car trip. 

Typical of the astonishing energy of 
the man is a meeting which has just 
been held at Balham, an outlying sec- 
tion of London. Not content with 
preaching both in the morning and ev-| 
ening, he sandwiched an afternoon 
lecture in between. In the course of 
the latter General Booth declared that 
he wished no memorial upon his 
death, excepting a huge collection box} 
at his grave wherein those who came} 
to pray and perhaps to shed a tear 
might drop a few gold pieces for the 
support of the great movement he now 
led. The suggestion was made no 
doubt seriously and will lead to a ful- 
fillment of his wish. 

With the failure of his eyesight, the| 
general is becoming more and more} 
dependent upon those in constant at- 
tendance upon him. Always a hard 
man to please, he now trie: i 
mediate family and private secretaries 
almost beyond endurance. Finding it 
impossible to sleep at night, he often 
awakens the whole household and de- 
mands that the several members set 
to work. Much of his dictation is 
done in the small hours of the morn- 
ing when dressed in tight-fitting dress- 
ing gown, he composes letters, ser- 
mons and lectures. Although most of 
the harder work of administration has 
been taken over by Bramwell Booth, 
his favorite son, the general still in- 
sists upon keeping autocratic powers 
of control well within his own hands, 

As the autumn of the famous old 
man’s life draws to a close, it becomes 
more and more evident that the oft- | 
debated secret of his successor, or suc- 
cessors, is no secret at all. The re-, 
cent trend of affairs within the army | 
has made it obvious_to all that Bram- 
well Booth will step into the shoes of 
his father, with perhaps considerably 
restricted powers. The son is not a 
strong enough man to impose upon 
the Salvation Army the form of des- 
potism practised by the father, even 
if the latter intended such a develop- 
ment, Undoubtedly the vast proper- 
ties of the organization at present in 
unrestricted control of General Booth 
will be invested in a committee, but 
the routine management of the affairs 
of he Army will be placed in the 
hands of Bramwell Booth,

Davidson, held at Castor recently, by 
Coroner Lyon, Davidson, an o| 
man, 73 years of age, was found dead 
last week on his homestead in the 
Ensleigh district, 60 miles east of 
Castor. It was thought by some of 
the neighbors that the old man had 
met death by foul play, so that the 
coroner deemed an inquest necessary.

Monday morning there was smoke 
coming from his quarters. Tuesday 
morning Park made preparations to go 
for a load of fuel, but before starting 
he thought to see how Davidson was 
furing—not seeing any smoke issuing 
from his chimney, Park went over to 
his domicile. The boards over the 
place were covered with snow. He de- 
scended and found Davidson still and 
cold in death.

Make Provision for Your Future By 
Putting Away a Portion of Your 
Monthly Earnings 


“Is it possible for a female wage- 
eurner to save from her monthly

gate will be sutticient to provide ner 
with an income from the time her 
earning days are over?’ Was recently 
the subject of an interesting discus- 
sion at a~Woman’s Club, and the con- 
clusion come to was, that if the wage- 
earner were earning less than $0u0 
a year this would be extremely diiti- 
cuit.

HEAVY ROCK WORK 


Difficulties Experienced by Canadian 
Northern Railway in British 
Columbia 


A piece of railway construction 
that is almost unique is now under 
way on the British Columbia Division 
of the Canadian Northern Railway. 
It is a three mile stretch botween 
Spence’a Bridge and Walhachin locat- 
ed at a point about an equal distance 
from the town of Lytton and Ashcroft 
and in that strip of right of way four 
tunnels are to be built. One will be 
fifteen hundred feet in length, an- 
other a thousand feet and the two 
others five hundred feet each. 

Recently six hundred men were em- 
pleyed there, but this number will 
probably be doubled in the immedi- 
ate future. Owing to the anxiety of 
the Canadian Northern to complete 
the entire section of their line from 
Edmonton to Vancouver it is prob- 
able that construction work will be 
proceeded with during the winter. 
This, however, should prove in no 
sense a hardship because of the mel- 
low climate of the coast province and 
of the fact that this underground cut- 
ting will place the men employed be- 
yond the interference of conditions 
obtaining outside, 


In addition to this section of heavy | 


rock work there are two other tun- 
nels to be built in this mountain dis- 
“et that are even of greater size. 
One of these, which is located near 
the town of Yale is to be almost half 


ja mile long, or to be exact 2,070 feet. 


The other bore is to be made in the 
Ashcroft. Already the contractor in 
charge is busy at work on the Yale 
tunnel and a very large staff of men 
is employed. The portals have been 
driven at both ends and the drillers 
are hard at work. The job will be 
pushed forward as vigorously as pos- 
sible and there seems to be no scar- 
city of white labor.

Text of the Lesson Neh. iv, 6-18. 
Memory Verses, 16, 17—Goiden 


Text, | Cor. xvi, 13—Commentary

Our lesson topic today is the build- 
ing of a great wail by such unlikely 
instruments that their enemies had to 
confess that the work was wrought 
of God (vi, 16), They had a mind to 
work, they watched and prayed while 
they wrought, and they aid the work 
nearest to them. As to their having 
a mind to work (verse 6), we cannot 
but think of the willing men and wo- 
men and the willing offerings of Ex. 
Xxxv, 21-29, and of Duvid’s preparing 
with all his might for the house of 
his God because he had set his affec- 
jtion upon it (I Chron, xxix, 2, 3); of 
Hezekiah also, who wrought that 
which was good and right and truth 
before the ford his God and did it 
with all his heart and prospered (II 
Chron, xxxi, 20, 21). We cannot all 
do as we gvould like to nor as some 
others do, but “if there be first a will- 
jing mind it is accepted according to 
that a man hath and not according to 
that he hath not.” And we are only 
expected to minister as of the ability 
which God giveth (II Cor. viii, 12; T 
Pet. iv, 11), The time will come when 
in an unprecedented way His people 
shall be willing in the day of His 
{power (Ps, cx, 3). As to watching 
ond praying see Mark xiii, 33-37; xiv, 
28. Observe in chapter iii, 5, 8, 12, 17, 
22, the kind of people who builded— 
goldsmiths, apothecaries, merchants, 
priests, Levites, rulers’ daughters and 
Tulers—but note that vertuin nobles 
put not their necks to the work of the 
Lord. In verses 23, 28, 29, we read 
that some repaired ‘over against his 
house” or ‘‘by his house,” suggesting 
that we should be ready to do the 
thing thet is ut hand to Le done, 
“ready to do whatever our Lord the 
King shall appoint’ (11 Sam. xv, 15). 
Even though some may refuse, the 
work shall be finished, for “He shall 
\not fail nor be discouraged” (Isa. xlii, 
4). It is worthy of note that the work 
began and ended at the sheep gate 
(iii, 1, 82), which suggests to me that 
there can be no work for God until re- 
deemed by the blood of the Lamb, and 
the completed church will sing, ‘‘Thou 
hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood.”” Nehemiah found many ene- 
mies who not only ridiculed the work 
and the workers, but conspired 
}agninst them to hinder it (iv, 1-3, 7, 
8,41). So it has been since Cain kill- 
ed Abel and will be until the great 
last gathering of the enemy and his 
hosts against the Lamb and His re- 
deemed ones just before the millen-

| Domesticity Falls to Interest the 


Ambitious Australian Woman, 

In Australia, the dominion which 
has acceded to the demand for votes 
for women, there is a sharp cleavage 
in the ranks of the feminists. Some, 
profess to be satisfied with the vote, 
writes an Australian woman, others 
wish that women should enter Par. 
liament and, under the banner of, 
“Sex Equality,” advocate the removal 
of all restrictions on women in indus. 
trial and professional life. Woman is 
no longer to be the homekeeper, but 
is to enter into general comy tition 
with man, 

Defining industry as something 
apart from domestic duties there 
should be no occasion for the Austra- 
lian woman in industry. Australia 
has not to face any problem of a sur-, 
plus female element in the popula- 
tion. In the commonwealth for every 
100 women there are 111 men, which 
means that there should be a place. 
for every Australian woman as wife 
and homekeeper for an Australian 
man, 

With an area almost as large as 
that of Europe Australia has a popu- 
lation which does not reach 5,000,000 
and admittedly stands in urgent need 
of an increase of inhabitants, Thus it 
would seem the ont of Australian 
women to consider wifehood and ma- 
ternity as the ideals of life. From: 
the realization of those ideals there’ 
are few of the deterrents that exist 
in more crowded communities. Ex- 
cept where individuals are hopelessly 
vicious or inefficient there is no real 
peretey: Living is cheap, wages ar 

igh and social life between men and 
women of all classes is much leas for- 
mal and restricted than in England. 
Success is the natural corollary of, 
intelligent and industrious enterprise. 
For starting children in life the op- 
portunities are simply boundless. Aj 
thorough education is obtainable at’ 
free state schools. Further. the state 
provides exceptional facilities for! 
technical and agricultural training. 
Lastly, in that cheerful democracy: 
there is little of the social tyranny of 
“keeping up appearances” to prevent 
people from 
struggling up to a good position by 
frugal living. 

But in spite of the absence of all 
obstacles to early and: fruitful mar- 
riages, in spite of the excess of: ‘men, 
in spite of the call on a pioneer bios 
ple to populate their lands quickly, 
in spite of all the inducements and 
opportunities to make domesticity 
their life work an appreciable and 
increasing number of Australian wo- 
men deliberately enter the ranks \of! 
industry; and it is without a doubt’ 
the result largely of the feminist re-! 
volt arising out of the suffrage agita-, 
tion. 


World's Longest Chimney. 


Wales has probably the longest 
chimney in the world. It is two 
miles high, and has-a brook runnin 
through it. The chimney is connecte 
with the copper works at Cwmavon, 
near Aberavon. This is how it came 
to be built. About 60 years ago the 
copper smoke from these works was 
the plague of the neighboring country- 
side. It settled upon and destroyed 
the grass for 20 miles round, while 
the sulphur and arsenic in the fumes 
affected the. hoofs of cattle, causing 
gangrene, The company tried all 
sorts of devices to remedy the tromble, 
but in vain. J 

Finally, Mr. Robt. Brenton, who was 
later engineer of the Sind Railway in 
India, solved the problem. The cop- 
per works are at the foot of a high, 
steep mountain. Mr. Brenton. con- 
structed a flue or chimney running 
continuously from the base to about 
100 feet above the summit, follow- 
ing the natural slope of the ground. 
The brick which lined it, and of 
which it was largely constructed, was 
burned close by. A small spring, 
rushing out near the mountain top, 
was turned into the chimney, and 
allowed to flow through almost its en- 
tire length to condense the smoke, 
Once a year it is swept out, and about 
a ton of precipitated copper obtained. 
Its top can be seen for between 40 
and 50 miles, 


Aids Inventor. 


It is stated that a permanent ex- 
hibition will be held in London for the 
benefit of inventors. The exhibitton is 
to be kept open throughout the entire 
year, and inventors will be afforded 
the opportunity of displaying their 
patents to ssible purchasers, not 
only in the United Kingdom, but from 
all parts of the world. It is proposed 
employing expert demonstrators, who 
will take visitors through the various 
sections of the exhibition and who will 
have technical knowledge of the. sec- 
tions with which they are speoially 
connected, . 

Through this exhibition, which has 
its financial side, it is hoped to bring 
investors who are anxious for prom- 
ising patents in which they may place 
their money in touch with patentees 
who may have something of real value 
to offer, but who are unable frequent- 
ly, under existing conditions, to. pro- 
fitably dispose of their inventions. 


A Novelist at 87. 

Mrs. Katherine 8. Macquoid, the 
novelist, who is 87 years of age, has 
written a new book. Mrs. Macquoid 
has been writing for fifty years and 
her health remains good, save that the 
strain of her work has slightly affect. 
ed her eyesight. She has traveled 
much in Europe off the beaten track. 
Mrs, Macquoid’s first story was pub- 
lished in 1859, and she has written 
since over fifty novels, besides chil- 
dren's and travel stories. She has 
also just completed another new novel 
entitled ‘' Suzanne.’’ Her husband, 
Thomas Robert Macquoid, who is 91, 
has had a long and honorable career 
as an artist and black and white

CANADA’S NAVAL COLLEGE, 


School For Training Cadets Outgrows 
First Plans, 


The new naval policy to which the 
Dominion Government is committed 
by Act of Parliament, 1910. has ne- 
cessitated considerable re-nrrangement 
and re-organization in His Majesty's 
Dockyard at Halifax, says L. R. Rich- 
ardson in Canadian Courier, The 
Dockyard, built and operated by the 
Imperial Government and used for 
many years as the headquarters of 
the North Atlantic Squadron of the 
British Fleet, was taken over nomin- 
ally last AL and officially April 1, 
1911, by the Naval Departinent of the 
Dominion Government. The old Naval 
Hospital has been remodelled and 
enlarged to serve temporarily as a 
home for the Royal Naval College of 
Canada. Class-rooms, laboratories and 
work shops have been fitted up and 
the first class of cadets, who joined in 
January of this“year, are now receiv- 
ing instruction that will fit them for 
commissions in the Canadian navy. 
Some of these will be our future 
captains and admirals. At present 
the cruiser Niobe is commanded hy 
officers of the royal navy loaned by 
the Imperial Government, although 
the commander is Canadian-born, so 
that the present midshipmen and 
cadets will be the first Cunadian- 
trained officers in our navy. 

From the day a cadet enters the col. 
lege, he is under the control of naval 
officers, under whem, after leaving 


| college, ho may find himself serving 


aboard a man-of-war at sea. The com. 
mand of the college, is vested in a 
captain. Under him come three lieu- 
tenants, the senior of whom controls 
discipline, gives instruction in sea- 
manship, arranges the reercation of 
the cadets, and sees to the routine 
and cleanliness of the college. An- 
other lieutenant is a specialist in 
physical training, and the third is 
an engineer - lieutenant, who super: 
vises the engineering instruction and 
the workshops. Those three officers 
live in the college and one of them 
{iy always on duty out ef school hours, 
eu etn the cndets in their recrea- 
fon. 

On the teaching staff there is a 
Director of Studies. who is an honos 
Frigate in mathematics from Cam. 
ridge, and ranks with a commander 
in the royal navy. a Naval Instructor 
and two Masters, who are specialists 
in mathematics and physics respec- 
tively, A professor of 
tends twice a week to give instruc. 
tion in French and German, The 
Director of Studies arranges the 
scheme of instruction and supervises 
all school matters subject to the ap- 
proval of the captain. The Masters 
are civilians, but the Naval Instruc- 
tors are naval officers, with the rela- 
tive rank of lieutenant, wear uniform 
and take their turn of sea service 
when called upon for the instruction 
of midshipmen afloat. 

There are also a paymaster and a 
naval surgeon, ‘the Senet in charge 
of the commissariat and secretary of 
the ‘college. S 

The college staff comprises a crew 
of about thirty men. our are chief 
petty officers who, in addition to 
their special ins‘ructional duties, such 
as physical drill, seamanship, and 
boat-sailing, look after the cadets 
when in the college. They bring be- 
fore the first lieutenant any 
reported for misbehavior. The rest 
of the crew are the workshop mech- 
anics, boats’ crews. college stewards, 
waiters and cleaners, 

The cadets make their own beds, get 
their soiled linen ready for the laun- 
dry and keep their uniforms clean. 
They rise at 6.30 a.m. winter and sum- 
mer, and every minute of the day is 
occupied until 9.80 p.m., when lights 
are out in the dormitories. The 
first hour of the day is devoted to 
physical drill. School hours are from 
9 a.m. to 4.30 p.m., with the excep- 
tion of Wednesday and Saturday, 
which are half-holidays. and the re- 
mainder of the day is devoted to 
sports, The cadets are encouraged to 
spend all their spare hours in out- 
door sports, such as hogkey, cricket, 
football and boating. Rowing boats, 
a small yacht, and a steam cutter are 
supplied. In summer they occasional- 
ly go off on a week-end cruise -with 
one of the officers, or compete in sail- 
ing or pulling races. 

The present college has accommoda- 
tion for 45 cadets, but it is proposed 
to build within a year or two a new 
college with better facilities, larger 
erounds, and accommodation for 100. 
The Canadian Government intend tu 
keep the expenses low and to assist 


| the traveling of cadets living west of 


Montreal. It is anticipateed that for 
his two years at college a boy will 
cost his parents not more than eight 
hundred dollars, 


A Rising Educationist. 


Dr. Merchant's successor as chief 
inspector of Public Schools in On- 


tario is Mr. R. H. Cowley. Born in 
Carleton County, he attended both 
Ottawa and Queen's Universities, 


specializing in literature, history and 
natural science. He went back to his 
own county to teach and soon earned 
an appointment on the model school 
staff of the Ottawa Normal. Later 
he was science master in the Colle. 
giate, and finally inspector for the 
county. This is the typieal -routine 
for a successful pedagogue, 

One of Mr, Cowley’s enthusiasms 
has been “continuation schools,”’ the 
school which fills up the space be- 
tween un ordinary public school and 
an ordinary high school. He intro- 
duced them into Carleton County 
and about five years ago became in- 
spector of continuation schools for 
the province. When Dr. Merchant 
was promoted, Mr, Cowley was nat- 
urally chosen as his successdér, and 
he is likely to continue his predeces- 
sor’s good work—perhaps improve up- 
on it, 


A Strong Argument.

A Montrealer by bir h, Mr. Doherty 
comes of an old Irish family. He 
graduated from the St. Mary's Jesuit 
College, took a law course with flying 
colors and a gold medal at McGill, 
and within eleven years was selected 
a member of the council of the Bar 
and created a Queen’s Counsel, fol- 
lowing this up by taking over ths 
chair of Civil Law at McGill Univer- 
sity. Four years after becoming a 
Q.C. he was raised to the Bench, Dur- 
ing his legal career Mr. Doherty offi- 
ciated in many of the most celebrated 
cases of the day. 

Always a man of exceptional activi- 
ty, Mr. Doherty has from the first 
been associated with every movement 
in Montreal making for the welfare of 
his Irish compatriots, and he was one 
of the delegates chosen to go to the 
Irish National Convention in Dublin 
in 1895. At one time he held a com- 
mission as captain in the 65th Regi- 
ment, and he served with that corps in 
the Rebellion in the Northwest Terri- 
tories Yon -1885, 

A man of fine presence, great cul- 
ture, and possessed of an attractive 
style of platform oratory, he seems 
destined to go far in national pouticy, 
especially as since he joined the Con- 
servative party, that party has ef- 
tered into power.

the land of hope for the dweller ir 
,older lands where social conditioni 
\'far brought from out the storied past 

were used within the present to keer 
the lower classes in “that state tc 
which Providence trad cailed them.” 
She was the land where the Irish 
ceased from troubling and got on just 
like the rest. 

But now she has consciously and 

troudly, a past. Indeed, yes! Why, 
t is almost twenty -years since she 
; celebrated the centennial of the be. 
ginnings of her first Legislature. And 
she is caring for that past and jutting 
up memorials to show her children 
when their feet are on historical 
ground, : 

The latest of these to be erected is 
a granite boulder which marks the 
battlefield of the Thames. It is on 
Mr.*John McDowell’s farm in the 
Township of Zone, and, he believes. 
about the centre of the battlefield. 
It was erected by the cHizens of the 
near-by village of Thamesville, two 
miles distant, and was in place for 
the 98th anniversary of the battle— 
October 6. It stands three feet high 
and is of Victoria grey granite, the 
inscription reading: 

“Here on October 5th, 1813, was 
fought the battle of the Thames, and 
here Tecumseh fell.” 

It is intended to surround it with 
a substantial fence of cement blocks 
and otherwise to improve the spot. 
The “actual site’ of the battle being 
thus a pa ta marked, it is ex- 
pected that the monument to Tecum- 
seh which ought to be- erected for 
the centennial of the battle will stand 
in the town park of Thamesville. 

Opposite the boulder sfands a fine 
elm, which, if it could but speak, 
could supply many forgotten details 
of the battle; and 
speak could we but hear. Eastward 
at the bend of the road is the spot 
where Proctor’s solitary cannon stood 
—a very pretty ornament, no doubt, 
but, as all the ammunition except 
what the men carried had been cap- 
tured by the Americans the day be- 
fore, not very useful. At*this point, 
in a hastily-dug pit, the bedies of the 
dead were burried. As lately as thirty 
ee agg skeletons were secured 
here, sometimes by searchers for his- 
torical relics, sometimes by medical 
students. To the south, or riverward, 
behind their hastily-constructed abat- 
tis, stood the Indian allies, led by 
their great chief,

plume upon his gallant crest.”

Canadian Lumber. 


Advance official statistics for 1910 
place the Canadian yield of lumber 
at 4,900,000,000 board feet, worth over 
$75,000,000. Of the 26 native species 
of wood cut, the first nine were soft- 
woods, spruce being the most import- 
ant, as it furnished one-fourth of the 
{ total cut. Spruce and white pine to- 
gether formed barely one-half of the 
1910 cut,.while in the year previous 
these two species made up nearly 
three-fifths of the total. This decrease 
in proportion is due not to a smaller 
cut of the two species, but to a great 
increase. in the amount of Douglas 
fir, hemlock, cedar, and yellow pine 

troduced in British Columbia. ne- 
ourth of the 1909 cut was formed of 
these four species, while in 1910 the 
total cut of the four was increased 70 
per cent. Up to three years ago white 
“pine stood at the top of the list, when 
it was supplanted by spruce, although 
the actual cut of the former had not 
decreased, The prediction of last year 
that white pine had nearly reached 
its maximum yield has proved true, 
as the cut shows a falling off of 4 
per cent., or 42,000,000 feet, as compar. 
ed with 1909. In British Columbia the 
cut of yellow pine has increased 
nearly 600 per cent, in one year. This 
increase, amounting to over 150,000,- 
000 feet, was sufficient to raise it in 
importance from fourteenth place to 
sixth place among the different spe- 
cles, 


Money In This.

ture 1907), Major Ronald Ross, chief 
of the Liverpool School of Tropical 
Medicine (Medical research, 1902), 
and the late Sir W. R. Cremer, then 
secretes: of the International Arbi- 
tration League (Peace, 1903). In 1905 
the prize went for the first time to 
a woman, the Baroness von Suttuer, 
whose book, ‘‘Lay down your arms,” 
moved the Tsar to call together the 
first Peace Conference at The Hague.

For several years a 
small ration of beef, sugar and flour 
has been issued to the old and indi- 
gent, and this will be done again this 
winter, but only to those who are in- 
firm. The Indians for the first time 
have shipped their own cattle to Chi- 
cago this year, They have sent sev- 
eral trainloads and have received top 
prices for them, netting them thou- 
sands of dollars, 


People Who Don't Laugh. 

Laughter is unknown among the 
Veddahs of Ceylon. They are the most 
solemn people in the world. When a 
traveler asked some of them why 
their people never gave jndication of 
mirth, they replied that they never 
saw anything to laugh at. 

On the other hand, some savages ap- 
ear to have a more robust sense of 
umor than their civilized brethren.

ing a little flat in Piccadilly, amusing 
himself by collecting pictures and 
antiques. Although a wealthy man, 
he probably spends less on himsell 
than most clerks, and few of the pev- 
ple who meet the queer old man in the 
garb of nearly a century ago walking 
along Piccadilly every fine morning, 
realize this is the man whose fame as 
the worst landlord even Ireland ever 
produced is known to all the world. 
The pity of it is that Clanricarde is 
the last of a race that has been great 


| in Ireland nearly 700 years, and some 
| of whose members really served their 
| country. His name is Hubert George 


du Burgh Canning, but the “Canning” 
was added a couple of generations ago. 
He is therefore the head of the great 
Burke family, 

The first of the race in Ireland was 
Richard de Burgh, who was lord lieu- 
tenant in 1227, and who received the 
title of Lord of Connaught. His son 
became Ear] of Ulster, and four gen- 
erations later the present title was 
created. Other branches of the family 
are the Eurls of Mayo and Viscounts 
of Galway.

| CANADIAN SPECIALIST IN PSY- 
| CHOLOGICAL LITERATURE. 


H. Addington Bruce, Author of Sev: 
eral Historical Works ard a Teller 
of Ghost Stories Has Been Forced, 
Like Many Another Young Man, to 
Secure His Market Outside Canada 
—Helped Hon. James Bryce. 


In one of the big magazines there 
is running a series of articles, “Ad- 
ventures in the Psychical,”’ The 
author is Mr. H. Addington Bruce. 
He is a young Canadian who has 
made a striking literary success in 4 
rather unusual and difficult field. Uni- 
versity of Toronto men of the class of 
1895 will remember Bruce. He was 
the six-foot Trinity senior who clean. 
ed up on English essnys and was the 
marvel of half-baked football heroes. 
By birth Mr. Bruce is a Torontonian, 
the son of L'eut..Col John Bruce, a 
well-known military man, formerly 
commandant of the 10th Royal Grena- 
diers. At Upper Canada College he 
began his scribbling on the student 
aper. After leaving Trinity by the 

.A, route, Mr. Bruce was so profi- 
cient in sentence structure that Prof. 
Goldwin Smith gave him'a position 
on his paper, “The Week.” The 
Sage of the Grange liked his style and 
packed him off to New York. 

He arrived there about the time 
Messrs. Arthur Stringer, Arthur K. 
MacFariane, and Arthur Hemirg were 
living on flapjacks, and accepted stor- 
ies. Unlike the three Canadian Arth- 
urs, Mr. H. Addington Bruce did not 
begin besieging editors with experi, 
ments in fiction. His fast-expanding 
mind developed historical ambitions; 
he would wr.t2 the real history of the 
American people. And during his fif- 
teen odd yeurs across the Aine Mr. 
Bruce has written several historical 
works of real mer.t. Apart from their 
historical value, these works illus-

trate Mr. Bruce’s peculiar and almost 
original method as an historian. Mr. 
Bruce is a psychological interpreter 
of history. ite himself says that he 
does not believe a man can write his- 
tory accurately without studying the 
working ofthe human mind. For that. 
reason Mr. Bruce is a psychologiat. 

As a psychologist, Mr. Bruce is per- 
haps better known than as an his. 
torian. He was a most intimate asso- 
ciate of that great psychologist, the 
late Prof. William James, brother of 
Henry James, the novelist. Mr. Bruce 
has written many popular articles on 
mental subjects and two books, ‘The 
Riddle of Personality,” and ‘Historic 
Ghost and Ghost Hunters.” But 
psychology to him is only a means 
of furthering his historical plans. He 
has just finished assisting Ambassa- 
dor Bryce in the revision of his great 
book, “The American Common- 
wealth,” and is now plotting an ex- 
tensive historical and psychological 
prose epic of American expansion 
since the Revolution. 

It seems to be a shame that such a 
writer should be forced to leave Can- 
ada because the student of history or 
of psychology cannot make a living 
here. This is an old complaint, but 
ft is still true. The Canadan littera- 


teur must emigrate or starve, It 
makes one grieve to think that such 
brijliant delvers and ditchers as H. 
Addington Bruce should be compelled 
to work in foreign fields —Canadian 
Courier, 

Australia's Stone Age. 

-Dr. Walter E Roth points out that 
in northern Australia there are to-day 
many communities of primitive peo- 
ple wearing no clothes, unable to 
count beyond three. and still making 
and using the implements and wea- 
pons of the stone ege.
